The sound of beating African drums and chants 
from a group of more than 50 echoed from the Univer- 
sity Union Southwest Terrace yesterday at noon.

CSULB alumna to make a statement with jewelry 


Casey Lum’s new jewelry line will launch in

Cal State Long Beach alumna

The previous washers, which stu- 
dents used for a year, were replaced 
because they leaked and caused a 
wet, muddy floor. The problem was 
brought to attention by the custodial 
staff, according to Carol Roberts- 
Corb, director of housing and resi- 
dential life. 

Speed Queen Washers, the same 
washers that are used in Beachside Col- 
lege, replaced the Maytag. Washers in 
Parkside. 

“The ones in Beachside have been 
there since °09, so hopefully [these] 
washers last longer than the other 
ones,” Roberts-Corb said. 

Other problems with the Maytag 
Washers included the fact that the last 
minute of washing took longer than 60 


seconds. 

Wash Laundry Service, the com- 
pany that provides laundry machines 
to the university, attempted to fix the 
problem, but when the washers contin- 
ued to leak, the company replaced the 
Maytags for free, according to Rob- 
erts-Corb. 

Residents of Parkside said they are 
happy about the new washers.

“I’m glad the last minute doesn’t take 
forever.” 

The Parkside dining hall is also due 
for renovations, which will start June 3 
and is estimated to be completed in mid- 
October, according to Roberts-Corb.

major and member of the African Student 
Union, said the rally’s turnout was a suc- 
cess. 

“People above the department in 
a way were against [the rally],” Kidd 
said. “It was more informative of stu- 
dent issues.” 

Karenga, who also serves as a pro- 
fessor and adviser for the department, 
voiced the need for ethnic studies in ed- 
ucation at the rally. He urged more stu- 
dents to take classes in ethnic studies. 

“We all deserve a good world, but we 
must struggle for it,’ Karenga said dur- 
ing his speech at the rally. 

The Africana Studies Student As- 
sociation had support from members of 
Cal State Dominguez Hills, Cal State 
Northridge and Cal State Los Angeles 
to promote the department and values 
of diversity in education. Karenga said 
that widespread support also came in a 
letter from the California Legislative 
Black Caucus in Sacramento. 

Wallace, who sent out the proposal 
to change the Africana studies de- 
partment into a program, said that the 
number of tenured faculty defines a 
department status. Currently, Africana 
studies has only three tenured faculty 
when six tenured faculty are required 
to keep departmental status. 

Karenga said that in the past eight 
years, no new faculty have been hired 
under the Africana studies department. 
The cuts to multicultural studies, he 
said, have diminished the ethnic stud- 
ies courses needed for a well-rounded 
education. 

“Quality education by definition 
is multicultural education,” Karenga 
said. “One of the fundamental aims in 
CSULB is to promote diversity.” 

According to CSULB Associate Vice

President of Legislative and External 
Relations Terri Carbaugh, students and 
faculty will not see a difference if the 
proposal to transfer the department into 
a program follows through. 

“Our end goal is to really stabilize the 
program until we can somehow grow en- 
rollments and maintain faculty,” she said. 

If the department becomes a pro- 
gram, students will still be able to ma- 
jor and minor in Africana studies, Car- 
baugh said.

Wallace said that shrinking the depart- 
ment or lessening the value of the course 
work is not the intention of the proposal. 

Wallace also said that cuts are not being 
made to just ethnic studies departments. 

“Every department in the college is go- 
ing through curriculum review,” he said. 
“Philosophy took a much bigger cut.” 

Even though it is not known how 
many courses may be cut from the 
Africana studies department, if the 


proposal goes through, Carbaugh said _ 
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that other departments have seen worse 
cuts. The religious studies department 
has seen five courses cut for spring 
2013 and philosophy saw nine courses 
cut, Carbaugh said. 

According to Wallace, the proposal 
to make Africana studies a program 
also includes the fact that the depart- 
ment needs to have a curriculum review 
in order to offer the core studies needed 
to sustain the major. Wallace said that if 
the proposal goes through, the program

status would not be permanent and 
could change if there is more student 
demand for the courses. 

“President Alexander intends to re- 
tain Africana studies knowledge on our 
campus and provide related instruction 
and degrees for our students,” Car- 
baugh said. “Dean Wallace’s efforts 
help provide a safety net for this field of 
study. As enrollments in Africana stud- 
ies increase, returning to departmental 
status is very feasible.”

Cal State Long Beach’s Parking 
and Transportation Services is ac- 
cepting bids for its shuttle system. 
Our school’s current contract with 
Silverado Stages, Inc. is about to 
expire. 

Having a shuttle system is 
expensive. During the past five 
years, our school has seen cuts to 
our shuttle system because of the lack of funding. There used to be 
shuttles that went both ways around campus just a few years ago. 

Even at their expense, the shuttles are necessary. Our campus is 
massive. It can take anywhere from 15 to 20 minutes to get from 
one side to the other. For students living at the RLC, the shuttles are 
crucial to just get from home to school. Thus, it is important that we 
keep our shuttles. 

Associated Students Inc. Vice President Jonathon Bolin said 
there is a possibility of the shuttle system being drastically cut 
even more than it is now. Saving the shuttle system is something 
Bolin and ASI President John Haberstroh proposed as part of their 
campaign platform. There was a dire need to save the shuttles as it 
was explained to students that the shuttles could “disintegrate into 
nothing” if no action was taken. 

Bolin and Haberstroh learned of the shuttle situation from a 
November presentation conducted by CSULB Master’s of Business 
Administration students for Parking and Transportation Services 
(PTS) officials: Bolin said they learned of possible shuttle fee .. 
increases: Knowing this, Haberstroh and Bolin were the only ASI 
candidates to express concerns about the shuttles in their campaign. 
They even proposed having ASI make a bid for the shuttle system 
and hire students to drive the-shuttles. ~ - 

Howeyer, according to CSULB Parking and Transportation _ 
Services, the situation -doesm’t seem as.dire. In this week’s Daily 
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49er article, PTS Manager Carolyn Weidell said, “We're not 
planning to cut anything. We’re not planning to reduce [shuttle] 
service.” 

Yet, there is the possibility of shuttle fees increasing, decreasing 
or remaining the same depending on the new contract. 

So we are getting two different stories from two different 
sources. Are the shuttles in trouble, or are they not? 

CSULB is still accepting bids for the shuttle system. Weidell said 
the decision should come mid-June. 

Haberstroh and Bolin both plan to sit in on re-negotiation meet- 
ings. If ASI does plan to make a bid for the shuttles, it better make the 
bid soon. 

The Daily 49er editorial board thinks ASI could run the shuttle 
system. ASI has done a great job with the University Student 
Union, which is a huge operation. Our only hesitation is that ASI 
would take on a whole new service. Is there enough time to put 
this plan in action before the school makes a decision on its shuttle 
system? 

ff ASI was really going to make a play at the shuttles, it should 
have been brought up months ago. Something like this shouldn’t 
have been made a campaign issue a few months before the current 
contract ends. ASI’s leaders learned of the potential cuts in No- 
vember. Why hasn’t this been brought to the attention of students 
sooner? 
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It has made us think of the implications of an ASI-run shuttle 
system that uses student drivers. The introduction to this article 
painted an exaggerated picture of what the reality could look like if 
ASI buys the shuttles. 

If ASI was to take over the shuttles, there would have to be 
significant background checks and training before any of these 
students could get behind the wheel. Even though the drivers 
would be driving speeds close to only 20 mph, there are still 25 or 
more lives at stake given at a given time. Being students, we know 
we procrastinate, and we know we make bad decisions, like going 
to Panama Joe’s on a Monday night and going to class hungover 
the next day. 

Who would you trust more: a professional driver who’s been 
driving the shuttles for years or the person that sits behind you in 
your anthropology class texting the entire time? 

You have to commend the intentions of our ASI leaders for try- 
ing to the save the shuttle system, whether it is truly in danger or 
not. Losing the shuttle system is the last thing our school needs. 
They were thinking in the students’ best interest. 

But, because of this situation’s lack of clarity, we really 
would like to see better communication in major discussions 
like this. It is important for students to know of potential cuts 
that may affect them so they can have a hand in preventing 
such cuts.

Battleblock Theater is insane, hilarious fun

One would think that innovation in the genre of 
side-scrolling 2D platformers would be nearly impos- 
sible, but The Behemoth’s new masterpiece “Battle- 
block Theater” proves that in the age of “Call of Duty” 
it is still possible to be creative without the third di- 
mension. 

It’s been five years since the release of indie video 
game developer The Behemoth’s popular arcade game 
“Castle Crashers,” which was famous for its four-play- 
er beat-em-up action, hand drawn style visuals and a 
bizarre and twisted sense of humor. The extremely 
addictive gameplay and upgradeable superpowers 
distracted from the repetitive enemies and tedious 
battles. 

“Battleblock Theater” is a huge improvement on the 
formula. The game spreads out the button-mashing 
combat elements and focuses more on precisely timed 


jumps, puzzle-solving and co-operative teamwork. 

In fact, the game is nearly unplayable without one 
of your buddies joining in. Puzzles require bouncing 
your teammate up ledges, throwing them across the 
screen and helping them up over obstacles. Not since 
“Portal 2,” which had a co-op mode that required mas- 
sive amounts of teamwork, has a videogame focused 
so heavily on working together. Imagine if Mario 
couldn’t get to the flagpole without Luigi’s help. It’s 
fun and challenging, and it has the power to either 
strengthen or even end friendships. Expect to apolo- 
gize a lot for throwing your friend into a puddle of 
lava or bouncing them into deadly spikes. 

The humor in the game is what takes it from a good 
game to a great one. Voice actor Will Stamper narrates 
almost every action in the game with gusto. Expect to

hear things like “Oh, sweet Jesus!” and “No, no, no, 
you’re not supposed to die” every time you accidentally 
make a wrong turn and end up electrocuted to death. 

Stamper also narrates the game’s storyline, which 
involves square and triangle-headed friends who 
crash land on an island and are forced by giant cats 
to perform deadly stunts on stage at the titular the- 
ater. Does it make sense? Of course not, which is what 
makes it so endearing and hysterical. 

Instead of earning points to level-up your charac- 
ter’s abilities like in “Castle Crashers,” “Battleblock 
Theater” rewards players with gems and balls of yarn 
that they can spend to get new characters to play as 
and weapons to use. The characters are simply an aes- 
thetic option, which allows you to change the head of 
the guy you’re playing as. The weapons range from 
land mines to giant poison fart bubbles and exploding 
frog bombs. Be careful how you use them, however, 
because it’s just as easy to blow up your teammate as 
it is to kill that ninja cat you’re fighting. 

Everybody knows someone who feels left out when 
video games are being played. Maybe your girlfriend 
is bad at headshotting newbs in “Halo 4” or racing 
against you in “Gran Turismo,” but she could defi- 
nitely play this.

The Dirtbags defeat 
Loyola Marymount 
3-1 and improve to 
21-21 overall.

The Dirtbags returned to .500 for the 
first time in nearly two months thanks 
to contributions from a couple of the 
more overlooked players on the Long 
Beach State roster. 

Ryan Millison threw four solid in- 
nings and backup catcher Zach Miller 
came through with the key hit in a 3-1 
home victory over Loyola Marymount, 
leading LBSU (21-21) to its first .500 
overall record since March 3. 

“Tt’s been an interesting road to get 
here,” head coach Troy Buckley said. “I 
think [conference record] is our main 
emphasis, but it just means that we’re 
playing better baseball, and it maybe 
has dug us out of a little hole as far as 
the overall [record goes].” 

The Dirtbags got on the board first 
with a two-run single by Miller in the 
second inning. Miller, who usually 
plays backup to freshman Eric Hutting, 
got the start and had hits in each of his 
two at-bats. 

“Tt felt great to get in there and help 
the team out,” Miller said. “My role 
is just to be ready to play. I also have 
a freshman catcher that I kind of take 
care of and try to help along and make 
sure he’s ready to go. But anytime I can 
get in there and do what I can, I try to 
take full advantage of it.” 

Buckley said that Miller is the Dirt-

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bags’ “most vocal and highest-energy 
leader next to [first baseman Ino Pa- 
tron] that we’ve had.” To that, Miller 
responded: “He’s right.” 

“Tt had a little experience playing 
quarterback in high school, so I’ve been 
in charge of things before,” Miller said. 


“Being one of the only seniors on the 
team, definitely a lot of guys look up to 
me, and I’ve got to make sure I’m doing 
things right and setting the example for 
them.” 

Buckley also said that Miller plays a 
key role in motivating pitchers and get- 


ting them on the right page. That much 
was evident in Tuesday night’s game, as 
the LBSU pitchers only gave up one run 
all night. 

“TJ thought we pitched extremely 
well,” Buckley said. “I thought Milli- 
son did a really good job, and we kind 
of mixed and matched [with the rest].” 

Taking the mound for The Beach 
following Millison’s four-inning start 
were Eddie Magallon, Landon Hunt 
and Jon Maciel. Buckley said that of the 
bunch, Maciel had the most impressive 
outing. 

“ Maciel] was outstanding,” Buckley 
said of his closer, who threw 3.1 score- 
less innings. “That’s the best I’ve seen 
him throw the ball in a long time.” 

Maciel didn’t pitch at all during 
the Dirtbags’ recent series with Cal 
Poly. He had struggled in the closer 
role in recent outings, giving up a 
game winning hit two weekends ago 
at UC Santa Barbara and surrender- 
ing a walk-off home run at Pacific in 
early April. 

After Tuesday night’s outing in 
which he protected a slim lead by sur- 


rendering no hits or walks and striking: 


out six, Maciel looked much more like 
the pitcher that earned second-team 
All-Big West honors in 2012. 

“For him to come out and be pre- 
pared,” Buckley said, “that makes a 
statement to anybody ... that, ‘Hey, I 
want to be in roles that are meaning- 
ful. I thought he was outstanding with 
that, so you have to give him a lot of 
credit.” 

LBSU will try to build upon its mo- 
mentum and three-game win streak 
this weekend when it travels to first- 
place Cal State Fullerton for a three- 
game series. The first game is set to 
start at 7 p.m. on Friday night at Good- 
win Field.
